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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pickardt et al. 

The patent to Pickardt discloses a symbol display device fir a game machine 
comprising a symbol display member 15 that rotates 22. The symbol display member 
has a symbol area having a plurality of symbols 16. The symbol display device also 
comprises a rotary member 17 overlapped with the symbol display member. Light 
emission element array 18, 19 has a plurality of light emission elements, arrows that 
light on and off. The rotary member 17 rotates as the light emission elements light on 
and off creating an afterimage effect of rotating a rotating arrow 19, page 7, lines 13-25. 
The plural light emission element arrays 18 extend radially to indicate the symbol 16 in 
the symbol area, wherein the light emission elements arrays turn the lights on and off 
sequentially when the rotary member stops rotation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Pickardt et al. 

Determining the shape of Pickardt's symbol display member and the rotary 
member would have simply been an aesthetic design choice which is always obvious in 
the art. Furthermore, determining the motion of the rotary member (e.g. clockwise, 
counterclockwise, swinging motion, etc.) is also an aesthetic design choice which is 
always obvious in the art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The description of how "afterimages" such as the afterimage of "GO" in Fig. 4 
is not clearly defined. How does the flashing of the LED lights of the arrows create the 
afterimages? A more complete description in the specification is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 5, 7 and 8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The patents to Luciano, Malavazos et al., Gutknecht et al., and Inoue 220' 
disclose game machines with symbol display devices that have symbol display 
members that rotate, and rotary member that also rotate. None of the cited references 
alone or in combination teach the rotary member being placed behind the symbol 
display member such that a portion of the light emission element array overlaps the 
symbol array, and a portion of.the light emission element array does not overlap the 
symbol area.
